Shall  we  look  for  credentials?  For  evidence  of  past  glories? 
Certainly.  Experience  in  many  fields  counts. 

3ut — if  pressed  just  slightly — almost  every  candidate  can 
reel  off  a bandwagon  full  of  past  experiences  to  qualify  them 
for  anything  from  performing  surgery  to  sending  up  their  own 
satellites.  Maybe  after  the  candidates  have  told  all  about  their 
diverse  leadership  tendencies,  they  should  be  encouraged  to 
spend  at  least  as  much  time  on  how  they  plan  to  improve  the 
current  situation. 


As  one  current  office-seeker  says  on  his  handbills; 

“Don’t  judge  any  candidate  just  on  his  past  laurels. 
Make  sure  the  man  you  vote  for  has  a dynamic  policy  pro- 
gram and  a practical  means  of  application  for  his  platform 
for  a progressive  . « . ASBYU  in  1959-1960.” 

Of  course,  this  is  only  a personal,  admittedly  biased  sug- 
gestion for  the  continued  progress  and  efficiency  of  the  student- 
body  government. 

If  you  don’t  especially  care  who  gets  in,  and  vote  by  pic- 
ture” and/or  by  the  eye-catching  value  of  cute  publicity  stunts, 
then  you  certainly  deserve  the  results.

Lomita  Ward  become  the 
first  California  ward  to  cap- 
ture the  coveted  All-Church 
tournament  crown  since  1952 
as  they  turned  back  Ivins 
ward  of  Salt  Lake,  60-54  at 
George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house  Saturday  night. 

Paced  by  Gerald  Burton,  who 
hit  for  23  points,  the  Lomita 
squad  held  off  a late  Ivins  rally 
to  win.  The  out-of-staters  never 
trailed  after  the  early  stages  of 
the  contest  and  enjoyed  a nine- 
point  advantage  throughout 
most  of  the  second  half  of  the 
game. 

Besides  Gerald  Burton,  there 
were  three  other  Californians  in 
double  figures.  High  point  man 
for  the  losers  was  Larry  Maxwell 
with  19  counters. 

With  Ron  Farish  and  Bruce 
Burton  doing  a good  job  on 
the  boards  and  Joe  Hansen 
turning  in  another  fine  jour- 
neyman performance  both  in 
shooting  and  in  rebounding 
added  to  Gerald  Burton’s 
deadly  shooting,  the  Lomita 
squad  were  not  to  be  denied 
as  they  had  been  in  years  past. 
The  Lomita  defense  was  tough- 
er than  any  which  the  Ivins 
squad  had  faced  thus  far,  and 
the  Salt  Lakers  found  their  run- 
and-shoot  game  to  be  somewhat 
less  effective  than  it  had  been 
before.  The  game  was  cleanly 
played  as  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  only  seven  fouls  were  com- 
mitted by  each  team. 

St.  Anthony  behind  the  per- 
formance of  Ivan  Christensen 
grabbed  the  All-Church  Conso- 
lation Championship  from  Anna- 
bella,  58-46. 

St.  Anthony  came  back  from 
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a slow  first  half  to  outscore  the 
Annabella  Ward  by  12  points  in 
the  second  half  and  capture  sixth 
place  in  the  tournament. 

High  point  honors  for  the 
game  fell  to  Stan  Gleave  of  An- 
nabella who  captured  the  scor- 
ing title  for  the  tournament  with 
127  points  in  five  games.
